— to jireseiit tf) ciiuli ui.'wcoiiiL'r ;i list lif 
"Dur faults ami foiblcH under the iiunie j 
ofbojpiQBty — to publish the family calon- 
dar and make a uhow of itii hidden skol- j 
etoiis — to turn to tho light the seamy 
sido of our finanoo.s iiml tho ugly siih; 
of our tPinpiTH- to hav2 no roticeiicc 
about our utliur.s ai)d no roservo aliout 
ourselves. Thi.s would bo to be both 
foolisli and indelicate, to weary our 
company with ecjotisin and to disgust 
itvithour want of rhat modesty of 
which the name is self rCBpect. Still, 
grniitinf,' tn the full the need of all 
these rcHtriction!), the worth of these 
reservations, we go i)ack on our (irst 
proposition and assert again the neces- 
sity for sincority in our lives, for har- 
mony between tho sceinin;; and the 
real, if we are to be wnrtliy members 
of society and entitled to the respect of 
our fellow-men.

And yet sincerity of a true kind ia 
perhaps the most diflicult virtue to 
prncticp, as well as the rarest to iind,of 
alt in the catalogue. What sincerity 
is there in that grave and intellectually 
convinced man standing there as the 
omhodiinent of piety and really believ- 
ing all that hi; says '? lie ha.s prayer 
meetings at his house on the Sundays 
and ho gives weekly lectures to the 
Avorkingmen on the Wednesdays — lec- 
tures all of a jjious tendei\cy, e^?chow- 
ing science as dangerous, literaturi; as 
frivolous, and ])uro ethics, devoid of 
doctrine, as little better tlian di.sguised 
atheism, lie thinks lialls a snare and 
theatres a .sin, ami tho wildest recro- 
ation bllowod his children is a concert 
when Beethoven is played. Ho talks 
as if he were sure of his own salvation, 
but had grave cause to doubt that of 
his friends, and he talks as he feels, for 
he fcela that ho has made his peace 
with God, because of the fervor of his 
faith and the unclouded certainty of 
his conviction.s. And yet, ^vhatev^r 
raay be the ])rofession on which he 
lives, he takes iNiri^ toutiii/.c to his own 
advantage the mnmmuu of unrighte- 
ousness, and to line his nest with the 
golden moss of his neighbor's treasury 
and the silver feathers ofhis neighljor's 
aviary. Yet all the while he is sincere 
in his faith ; only, he has not come to 
that better truth which makes practice 
square with precept. How many of 
us, indeed, have i '\\"nh the words of 
thai sweet chai)ter in Corinthiaiis on 
our lips— those words whicli teach us 
what is charity, and exalt, it as the 
chief of all virtues, wo arc intolerant 
of the smallest faults of others, suspic- 
ious of their motives, even ready to as 
cribo evil rather than good, ami to be 
wrathful rather than forgiving. i!ut 
were wu taxed with insincerity we 
should deny the charge, and say that 
we did believe in the value of charity, 
and we were prepared to carry in into 
])ractice, only not in this special case. 
This special ciise calls for ri:] 'Vol.'ation, 
not mercy : for chfi.stis.'nu'n!, not foi' 
giverwisu, and we are the o.\.t'ciitants of 
a. higher law in refusing to accord, this 
divine charity to faults so base, to sins 
so large, to motives so transparently 
impure.

The difTorence between thi; seeming 
and the reality of a man's life is also 
clearly shown in his inconio on the 
Other. You go into a lino house and 
are well entertained. The whole thing 
looks like solid oak, but in truth it is 
nothing more than the thinnest vemcr.

diQiculty. Thi? house.is in agoodquur- 
ter, the furniture is line, the appoint- 
nients are all of excellent style and per- 
fect taste. It looks like live thousand 
a year at tho least, and it is not even 
one of the five. The tradespeople and 
the banker know where the dellcit lie.s; 
but they have to bear the brunt when 
it falls on them and to iielp in the de- 
ception played off on the world atlarge. 
It is.iiOtfor tbeqi to >pub(isht(lie reality 
in oi^er to shanic ana destroy tbesccin- 
itig. That has to couio by the action of 
tiiiie and the course of events. Still 
there it is ; and the heart of oak is a 
luercshell, ridtUcd througlumd through, 
while. tho handsome, polished, glitter- 
ing veneer is no thicker than so niucli 
blotting paper, no stronger than so 
niijc$"stra'\v.

Again, a seeming of one color and 
tho reality of quite another coin[jlexion 
are to be found in the extrcMiie striot- 
ne.ss of'soint' ehierlv people's exprrsscd

Tho reality in private is the oppusiio e.\- 
tremo of discord. The turtle ilove.s of 
the tulilc (C/iutc wTii tho i,'aniecork3 of their 
own apartments, and in tlu'ir anxiety to 
hide tlie truth from the world they over- 
step their lino and overaet their parts.

It is perhaps ouo uf the strangest freaks 
i>f tiinii that a race pridiii}; itaolf cm its 
cunimerco, industrial and acientilie pro- 
i,'ro8a slinalil bo reduci-d to a state uf cx- 
eusablo dread by tlie invasinu of it.s soil 
bv a people whose civilization it has so 
long been aceiistomed to consider as 
effete, and who should thus bo enabled 
to out tho ground from under out feet, 
and generally smite us botweon the joints 
of our industrial armor with an arrow, 
taken, as it were, froiu our own quivi-r. 
That arrow i« choap labor, one of the 
great necessities of tho modern nianiifac- 
luring and commercial systeni.'*. Hut, 
John has also become a manufacturer and 
boats tho white capitalist with hi:i own 
weapon by employing count-loss other 
Johns of inospcnsiTo habits liko himself, 
and between them they havu oonio noai 
giving the whitn capitHlist and tho white 
laborer a ticket of leave. So mucli for 
tho outside of tho ])iizzle. Wlien a hub- 
bub was raified in California about j<ot- 
tidj» rid of John, ho was found to be a 
sort of domosiio paradox, whom everyone 
vranted whilotlioy wanted to gc-t on with- 
out him; and !)u was discovered to have 
placi:d himself between the iutere.sth 
of patriotism and pocket bo curiously 
that wliilo people were inclined to laus;h 
with one eye at his proposed departure 
they felt rather inclined to csy with Ihe 
other So useful was John, he was es- 
fientially a f^ervant, in the old scriptural 
ficnse — a il.jioostic i.^nlutiiui, hiivia;^; no 
rank and no fiiuliiigs orlan;;uiige in com- 
mon with the people among whom he 
dwelt. He was an intotligont machinoi. 
As a domestic ho had, moreover, tho fa- 
cility of cotnhining upon one pairofle(,'s 
the poraonalities of a maid of all \iork, 
cook, washerwoman anil odd man about 
tho house. Ho was cheap, and when 
his work was done he coidd bo got rid of 
and consigned to Chinatown. Uiiw con- 
venient; But here was the rub: The 
Hanitary state of Chinatown became a 
matter of ])ublic invcitifjatiim and the ro- 
tiLilt Was startliiij;. John was apparently 
neat and clean in his person. His back 
huir was done up in the most scrupulous 
manner, and lio wove loose and airy gar- 
ments. It was found, however, that in 
choice of lodgings ho was utterly iiulillor 
out, and that after putting in hi.s time 
during tho day in the most elegant man- 
sions, ho retired at ni^;ht to slums rti-k- 
ino with disease and foulness. Tin; evila 
connected with Chinese immi^ratiun go 
further than tho mere present c.iminer- 
cial and indiistri.il phase, and if n</t 
ch>;cked will probably be felt more in 
the futuri! than at present. One of these 
is the incroiisiiii^' uoo of opium, indulged 
in at first throuLth idle curio.sity by boys 
and youths until it becomes a habit; and 
the other, and perhaps more serious one, 
the acclimatization of leprosy on the I'ac- 
ific coast. The question as regards this 
province is, what is to be done? There 
ara only two alternatives. One ia to al- 
low tho province to become Chinese; tho 
other, oven at this late d.iy, to gradually 
counteract tho evil, brought on us by the 
careless indifforeiice of tho local gov- 
ernment and the want of for('si),'lit of 
the Dominion £;ovornirieiit. by an ori/an- 
izcd system of iiniiiij;iatiioi of v. liiti' la- 
bor from Europe niiJor bonuniun lui.s- 
picos, backed by a law forl.Mddinf; Clu- 
ne.so immigration. In this way Chinese 
labor even on the railway niiyht be grad- 
ually supplanted; and Canada might thus 
discharge the enormous obligation sho is 
under to the province for railway dolays. 
It has often been urs;ed ai,'aiiisl the Chi- 
nese that tliey never int.-nd to settle in 
tho country; this would bo one L'f tliiiir 
most hopeful characteristics only fL-r the 
fact that they retain their hold hy an 
endless succession still mora otfectually. 
Tho only remedy is pi-ohibilion, and by 
the means siijjgestod thi.s can .still br car- 
ried out without pr(>jiidict' to tho con- 
struction of tho railway. .\s regards 
the employment of Chinese in our 
midst it is hirgoly a personal matter. If 
we employ thoni they will work for us; 
if we wish while labor we must agitate 
for it and use it v, iieii it liocome.t avail- 
able, thoiigli \\■^^ have to pay more fur it. 
The Hliortcomings of the local government 
have dt>ubtless inflicted a great evil on 
the province, and it bocuinus incumbent 
on the now government that will Hhortly 
take the reins to repair the dainau'o ao 
far as they can by representing to the 
Dominion jjovornment tliat Eastern Can- 
ada will ovi'iitually Ciul itself distanced 
by the Chinese manufacturer on the I'ac- 
ific coast, matorially aided by the rail- 
way which his countrymen have built, 
not so much for tho benefit of tho Do- 
minion, as the ChinoHo in the province of 
Columbia who will thus be enabled to 
turn even our own jiiotectivo laritf 
against us. British Columbia within tho- 
next four years could absorb 20,000 
■white European immigrants, and it is not 
only the duty but to tho interest of the 
Dominion to adopt steps to assist that do- 
airablo class to roach this country. 

THE MI.i.ilNG TELEGRAM. 

Tho organ of the local C-nt yovrrnment 
iias come to the defenoe of the j 
telegraph service, and as usual, bases his | 
argomont upon an untruth. Wo did not j 
say, as tho Grit organ charges, that "tho ' 
grievance cannot attach to the olUcos of | 
the mainland;" nor was any insinuation i 
of tho kind made. What wo said and i 
what wo now repeat is, that press dis- ; 
patches which conveyed tho true political 
bearings of all the Ifalo candidates wore 
handed in at the office at Kamloopa in 
July and have not yet 'reached their des- 
tination. The organ says : 

"Wu have taken tile pains to inquiru 
into the matter, and have ascertained that 
the accusation of suppreusion is altogether 
unftiunded. * * * ♦ Press report, 
if any was sent, had to wait; and it ir, 
quite poasiblo, nay probable, that a presa 
(iispatch handed in at Kamluops on July 
Ist and detained there for several dayu 
would not bo sent through when the prob- 
abilities to which it referred had become 
matters of the past." 

Now, how can the above seutencee be 
r'jconoiled} In the first the writer says 
that tho accusation is "altogether un- 
founded;" and in the Eecond he actually 
admits that it ia "poosibl-f, nay. 2)ri>babU, 
that a press dispatch dotjiinod for several 
days would not be sent tbroueh." Tho 
lut admission, ' which "entlirbly disposes of 
the denial in the first part of the quota- 
tinn, goes further than we went in stating 
tho grievance. If it ia "possible, nay, 
probable," as the government organ .lays, 
that .dispatches are suppressed at the op- 
tion br caprico of oper.»tor3 along the line, 
liwnot; tfio time arrived for a rigid in-

This tube contains ;i sort of revolving 
corkscrew or hollow spiral, to which mo- 
tion is givi n by the reipii.site gearing on 
turning a large cogged wheel. 'I'he dough 
is thus forced through the cylinder in a 
compressed state, and then ia thrown on 
tho inclined plane of the rolling machine 
and passed between a pair of polished 
iron rollers. This is donu several times, 
until it ia fintiUy laid on :i table in oblong 
sheets ready for the cutting machine. 
This consists of an inclined [ilane leading 
to a pair of iron rollers through which 
tho sheets of dough again pass, falling on 
the other side on ti Viroad revolving band 
which ciinveys tho sheets over a table 
under the cutter, which contains three 
dies er shapes abreast, anil descending at 
l)roper intervtUs, cuts the whido sheet into 
finished biaoiiits with the holes retidy per- 
forated as it piisses along. These dies 
can bo varied as occasitm requires. The 
machine is worked by hand and at regu- 
lar inlervals the aiiperlliiou.s jia.ste is re- 
moved, the biscuits tire shoveleil on a

Da\:e, one 
of the members for Lillooct, and was 
handed to ..Mr. I'revost. The importance 
and propriety of the step shouhl not be 
lost sight of. With a strong majority, tlie 
Oiqiositioii does not nropose to sacrifice a 
single vole of that majority. The district 
of Valo lias always been opposed to tho 
proaont regime, and tho present govern 
meiit would bo happily content to neglect 
to advise his honor to require an eluctien 
to fill tho vacancy. W'ith the Opposition 
it is not so. They are anxiuits thatevoiy 
eoii.stiuieticy should bo fully represented, 
an that in the event of an early session of 
the house each district should have its 
full cpiota of roprosontativoa. An uiiacru- 
puloUB govuriunent clinging with iinscrii- 
puhnis tenacity and against tho will of the 
jjeoplc to the reiiis of oflicu would not 
liesitato to postpono an election to suit 
their nefarious ends.
